His fav- 
ored subject was agriculture and 
he supported the AAA enthusiasti- 
cally. 


Norbeck 
survived 
the Demo- 


cratic landslide of 1932, after re- 
fusing to recognize party lines in 


Harding, Coolidge and Hoover 


istrations. 
He 
supported 


President Roosevelt for re-election. 


Norbeck's term does not expire 


until 1938. 
Political friends de- 


bated the possibility that Demo- 
cratic Gov. Tom Berry might re- 
sign before his term expires Jan. 
5 to be named to carry out Nor- 
beck's unexpired term.

Seizing on the technicality of an admit- 


ted "harmless error" by a 
lower court, 


which neither side had considered import- 
ant enough to mention in their arguments 
or to challenge, the Supreme Court ordered 
the case returned for retrial—meaning a 
delay of possibly a year or more. Thus the 
Court rode roughshod over a law enacted 
in 1789 for the express purpose of barring 
such delay tactics. 


The statute provides that no legal ac- 


tion or decision "shall be abated, arrested, 
quashed, or reversed for any defect 
or 


want of form, but such court shall proceed 
and give judgment according as the right 
of the causes and matters in law shall ap- 
pear to it ..."

quality of the nutrition which we 
receive. 


We have some knowledge of the 


change in American habits from 
the study of early travelers in our 
country. In 1837, Harriet Marti- 
neau wrote a book on "Society in 
America". She describes a break- 
fast in those days as consisting of 
cornbread, buns, buckwheat cakes, 
broiled chicken, bacon, eggs, rice, 
Hominy, fish — fresh and pickled — 
and beefsteak, as a sort of after- 
thought. 


The family had a little wine and 


cake at 11 o'clock, and then the 
principal meal of the day at 2, 
which consisted of soup, roast tur- 
key. ham. a boiled fowl here, a

tongue there. Then succeeded ptet 
of apple, squash and pumpkin, o»> 
tard and preserve* of pineapple, 
peach, limes, ginger and every 
sort of plum.

large blocks of ice cream. 
At 4 


o'clock they had supper "served oa 
trays—tea, ham and sweet cake.** 
Cake and wine were offered at 18 
o'clock.

meals. 
"I should like to see a re- 


form in diet," she wrote. "I should 
like to see hot bread and cake ban- 
ished, a diminution in the quantity 
of pickles and preserves, and also 
in the quantity of meat eaten. I 
should like to see the effect of 
making the diet of children more 
simple." 


The improvement in nutrition 


which undoubtedly has come in our 
clay is probably due to the fact 
that we know more about bal- 
anced meals. 
We use more fresh 


foods and more raw foods, espe- 
cially fruits and vegetables. 
Peo- 


ple who oat nothing taut pastries 
and preserves may get plenty of 
calories, but they do not get the 
balanced diet which comes with 
the 
inclusion of the protective 


foods such as milk, fruits and 
vegetables. 


Our Christmas dinners nowadays 


are likely to be more easy to di- 
gest, less in bulk, but in spite of 
that, far more nourishing than the 
errand dinners of the old days.
